Sweeping Decision Handed Down b) 


Chief Justice Sustains Government'* 
Interpretation of Measure. 


Washington, Jan 25.—The supreme 


court upheld the income tax law, Ir 
a decision given 
by 
Chief 
Justice 


White, which swept aside all the manj 
objections to its constitutionality « 
whole or in part. 


Chief Justice White announced tht 


d«clsion in the case of Frank R. Brush 
aber, stockholder of the Union Pacific 
railroad, who sought to enjoin tut 
company from paying the tax on tht 
ground that it was unconstitutional! 


Most of Justice White's opinion was, 


directed toward oven-ruling Hie con 
tention that the income tax amend 
ment provided a 
hitherto unknowr 


power of taxation. 
Going lar intc 


the history of the ino«me tax legisla 
tion, the chief justice concluded thf 
argument was without merit. Advanc- 
ing to other points, the chief justici 
held that the tax was not unconstiui 
tional because it was retroactive. 


The argument that the law was un 


constitutional because labor, agricul 
tural and horticultural and sucn or 
gamzations were exempt', 
tbe 
chiel 


justice held, was answered by decis 
ions under the corporation tax law 
He said the point was onlv anothei 
illustration of an erroneous assump 
tion that the tax was imposed under t 
new pow^r confeired upon the govern 
ment by the sixteenth amendment 
•whereas it was a power recognized tc 
exist from the beginning of the gov 
eminent, and thus decisions deflninf 
the taxing power previously renderoc 
were applicable to it. 


Then grouping a number of othei 


contentions against the law, all basec 
on the clause of the constitution re 
quiring uniformity in taxation, Chie 
Justice White pronounced 
them al 


lacking in merit, because of previous 
decisions which determined that tht 
clause exacted only 
a geographica 


uniformity.
